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THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


One of the main issues in the Presidential election 


is going to be the League of Nations with more direct 
reference to the World Court. 


There is going to be a rerr pronounced break both [ 


in the Democrat and Republican parties. There are a 
good many leading Democrats who do not espouse the 
League of Nations and there are a great many more 
;who do not believe that it is a good winning political 
issue. Of course the main portion of the Democratic 
party will undoubtedly espouse the League of Nations. 


Inside the Republican ranks there is becoming very 


clear marks of division—one faction believing that we 
should participate in the formation and work of the In- 
ternational Court with a distinct understanding that we 
Should go no further than this. Another group do not 
want to go any further nor this far and believe that the 
participation in the International Court means a first 
step toward a world union. A third group believe that 
our nation should assume its international responsibili- 
ties either through the World Court or by some other 
means; and*there is a fourth that believe that pur gov- 
ernment should at once join the League of Nations. 


The feeling on the part of each group is so intense 


that it is likely that the groups will join regardless of 
party appellation rather than support their party or- 
ganization against their own wishes. 


This great moral issue will be international in its 


scope—affecting our obligations to every human being.

ed this legislation, but after nine 
years the city won. For ten years 
or longer he had control of the 
water system.
